Foreign-Made Matches Cost Jobs of 1,000 Here 


Huge Imports—Cheap 
Merchandise 


A 
factory 
worker

matches for a penny. 


Millions of otner Americans did 
likewise, with tho result that 1,000 
former workers in American match 
making plants are on home relief. 
That is not an overdrawn pic­ 
ture, according to the Pennsylvania 
Protective Union, which last week 
started, on tour, an exhibit drama­ 
tizing the menace of foreign prod­ 
ucts offered here at bargain prices. 


Costs Jo b of Friend 


A worker buys a toy piano for his 
small daughter. It costs him 50 cents, 
if it was made in Japan. It costs his 
neighbor his job. W hy? One Ameri­ 
can factory, which formerly em­ 
ployed 365 workers in the making 
of toy pianos, and paid them $135,000 
annually, produced toy pianos at 
$6.75 the dozen, wholesale. 
B y paying a vsage of only a few 
cents a day to Its workers, a Japa­ 
nese factory could, and did, produce 
a duplicate of that toy piano for 
$3.75 a dozen, wholesale, Result? 
The American factory closed Its 
duo..j , .1 3G5 we.2 c. 3 lost their 
jobs. 
But, 
more about 
foreign-made 
safety matches, of which 3,943,012 
gross were imported last year from 
Russia, Japan and Sweden. We sold 
those nations, in return, 11,600 bales 
of American-gicwn cotton and fig­ 
ured it had been a fair exchange. 
An analysis of the safety match 
transaction reveals that It cost 1,000, 
and more, workers their jobs and put 
them on Federal, State or local re­ 
lief, at an expense of $30,000 a month 
or $360,000 a year. 
Losses to Industry 
The Imported matches displaced 
a similar amount of American safety 
matches, which, at 78.5 cents a gross, 
caused a loss of $3,094,475.82. Since 
we exchanged cotton for matches, 
cotton farmers had to plow under 
5,338 acres for which they were paid 
$18 an acre, or a total of $96,084. 
Other losses tu American Indus 
try Incurred through our safety- 
match deal add up to $2,197,537.14. 
Thu Pennsylvania Protective Union 
asks: 


“ Would it not be better to ex­ 
clude foreign matches, protect 
American Industry and give jobs 
to thousands now on some form of 
‘dole’?”

Thousands of persons who visited 
the Protective Union’s exhibit last 
week in Philadelphia saw Japanese* 
woolens, gabardines, ginghams and 
linens that are priced 41 to 60 per 
cent 
lower 
than 
American-made 
goods of the same quality aud de­ 
sign. 
Many asked why Japanese wool­ 
ens could be sold here at $1.92 cents 
a yard when the same woolens made 
in America cost $3.65. A table of 
wages paid in Japan and in the 
United States provided an answer. 
The Japanese weaver earns only 21 
centB a day.. The averse 
wage in 
the United States is $3.75 a day. 
William IL Folwell. vice-president 
of the Pennsylvania Manufacturers’ 
Association and a textflo manufac­ 
turer, said: 


“ As distressing as the situation 


Is, it only shows the effects of a 
few years penetration of our home 
markets of foreign manufacturers. 
Farseeing 
Industrialists 
realize 


that unless we take drastic steps 
to halt, or at least curtail, the sale 
of foreign goods here, thousands 
of factories are headed for disas­ 
ter. 


“ We must realize that lf Japan, 


Russia, 
Belgium, 
Sweden 
and 


other nations can succeed In a 
few industrial lines, they can out­ 
do us In many others.” 


“Killing Effects” 


Many of the great industrial es­ 
tablishments in America today, Mr. 
Folwell said, had humble begin­ 
nings. rome of tho 141,000 factories, 
now doing a business of $5,000 or 
more a year, he declared, are being 
deprived of the opportunity to be­ 
come major establishments, because 
of the “ killing effects” of competl- 
tlpn with foreign goods made under 
“ sweat shop conditions.” 
An idle factory, with doors barred 
and furnaces cold, does not offer a 
safe investment for Idle dollars. The 
banka have larger deposits today 
than ever before.
